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A.-  LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY 
FUNCTIONS. 

1 —CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

Two  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  two  combined  ante-and  post- 
natal clinics  are  held  weekly  at  the  Health  Department.  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  are  staffed  by  the  Local  Authority  staff  while  the 
ante-and  post-natal  clinics  are  conducted  by  a Medical  Officer 
from  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  the  Local  Authority  supplying 
the  nursing  and  clerical  staff.  The  ante-and  post-natal  clinics 
are  also  used  as  out-patient  departments  of  Bellshill  Maternity 
Hospital. 

Child  Welfare  Services  and  ante-natal  clinics  for  Domiciliary 
cases  are  also  held  at  the.  peripheral  clinics,  namely,  Townhead 
Kirkwood  and  Rosehall. 

Toddlers’  Clinics  are  also  conducted  at  these  buildings  and 
during  the  past  year  188  children  have  been  seen,  the  total  visits 
to  the  Clinic  being  318. 

During  the  year  628  maternity  outfits  were  issued. 

Dental  Care. 

Negotiations  are  still  proceeding  with  the  Education  Authority 
of  the  County  of  Lanark  to  implement  the  original  proposals  under 
Section  22  of  the  Act. 

Prevention  of  Break-up  of  Families. 

The  Health  and  Welfare  Departments  continue  to  co-operate 
in  dealing  with  this  problem  which  calls  for  tact  and  patience  and 
a great  deal  of  time  for  what  appears,  very  often,  little  material 
result.  In  particular  cases  other  officials,  the  Clergy,  etc.,  are 
called  upon  to  assist. 

Defects  of  Vision. 

In  appropriate  cases  the  elementary  tests  has  been  employed, 
and  where  necessary,  children  have  been  referred  to  their  own 
medical  practitioner  for  reference  to  a Consultant. 

Welfare  Foods. 

Welfare  Foods,  i.e.  National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange 
Juice  and  Vitamin  Tablets  are  distributed  daily  from  the  Health 
Department,  Main  Street,  and  during  Clinic  sessions  at  the  other 
Clinics.

With  the  exception  of  Orange  Juice,  the  uptake  of  these  items 
shows  a drop  on  that  of  tire  previous  year  especially  in  the  case  of 
the  National  Dried  Milk,  issues  of  which  are  down  by  3381  tins. 
This  should  not  be  construed  as  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  breast 
feeding  of  children  but  rather  as  a decrease  in  popularity  of  National 
Dried  Milk. 

2— MIDWIFERY. 

Domiciliary  full-time  Midwifery  Services  obtain  in  the  Burgh 
with  an  establishment  of  8 midwives. 

All  of  the  midwives  have  been  trained  in  the  use  of  Gas  and 
Air  Analgesia  and  Pethidine,  and  4 sets  of  Minnitt  Analgesia 
Apparatus  have  been  available  for  use  throughout  the  year.  All 
the  midwives  have  been  trained  in  the  administration  of  Trilene.

GENERAL  REPORT  ON  THE  WORKING  OF 

THE  ACT. 

The  Services  under  Section  23  of  the  National  Health  Service. 
(Scotland)  Act,  1947,  have  functioned  satisfactorily  during  the 
year  and  there  are  no  points  of  importance  to  remark  on.

3.— HEALTH  VISITING. 

9 Health  Visitors  were  employed  in  the  Service  during  the 
year.  The  Health  Visitors  staff  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  the 
Ante-natal  Clinics  conducted  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and 
attend  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic  Sessions.  They  also  staff,  in  rotation, 
the  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics  held  at  the  Health  Department.  For 
the  purpose  of  Health  Visiting  and  Tuberculosis  Visiting  the  town 
is  divided  into  districts  for  each  of  which  one  Health  Visitor  is 
responsible  for  all  types  of  visits  paid  in  that  District. 

Statistics  of  these  Services  are  to  be  found  on  page  21. 
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4 — HOME  NURSING. 

The  services  provided  under  Section  25  of  the  National  Health 
Service  (Scotland)  Act,  1947,  are  fulfilled  by  contract  with  the 
Local  Branch  of  the  District  Nursing  Association.  Seven  full-time 
District  Nurses  were  employed  in  the  Coatbridge  Area  during  the 
year.  The  following  table  indicates  the  main  types  of  cases  treated 
by  Home  Nurses  during  the  year.  Many  of  these  would  have 
required  hospital  treatment  except  for  the  existence  of  this  Service.

5 — DOMESTIC  HELP. 

This  Service,  administered  by  the  Welfare  Department  on 
behalf  of  the  Health  Department,  was  maintained  to  the  Community 
during  the  year.  As  in  previous  years,  the  chief  beneficiaries  were 
the  eldeily  of  the  Community  who  accounted  for  89%  of  the  cases 
attended.  There  has  been  no  system  of  night  help  or  sitters-in 
introduced  during  the  year. 

6 —VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 
IMMUNISATION. 

Facilities  for  Immunisation  are  available  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinics  held  in  the  Health  Department,  Main  Street,  at  Townhead 
Clinic,  Lomond  Road,  Rosehall  Clinic,  Whifflet,  and  Kirkwood 
Clinic,  Renfrew  Street,  and  a reminder  in  the  form  of  a birthday 
card  is  sent  to  each  child  not  immunised  at  his/her  first  birthday, 
while  Health  Visitors  at  their  visits  continue  to  stress  the  necessity 
of  maintaining  a high  standard  of  immunisation  amongst  the 
population  at  risk.  During  the  year  543  children  were  immunised 
against  Diphtheria,  and  82  received  maintenance  inoculations,  of 
these  274  and  54  respectively  were  inoculated  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres.  5 children  were  immunised  a.gainst  Whooping  Cough 
during  the  year.

TOTALS 
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POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 

Inoculations  against  Poliomyelitis  continued  during  the  year, 
inoculations  given  being  dependent  on  supplies  of  vaccine.  Salk 
Vaccine  became  more  freely  available,  but  unfortunately  a great 
measure  of  the  people  had  opted  for  British  Vaccine,  and  as  a result 
there  was,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  a back-log  of  people  requiring 
inoculations  with  British  Vaccine. 

During  the  year  2337  received  two  injections,  314  received  one 
injection  against  Poliomyelitis,  and  at  31st  December,  1957, 
including  the  new  batch  of  registrations,  there  were  approximately 
3546  awaiting  inoculation. 


ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  CLINIC. 

Three  afternoon  sessions  of  the  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic  are 
held  each  week  under  the  supervision  of  a Health  Visitor.  Patients 
attending  these  Clinics  are  referred  by  the  General  Practitioner, 
from  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  or  School  Medical  Clinics.  During 
the  year  155  first  visits  and  1808  re-visits  were  made.  Patients 
attended  chiefly  for  rheumatic  conditions,  arthritis,  fibrositis, 
general  debility  and  sub-standard  physical  states. 


PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND 
AFTER-CARE. 

(a).  TUBERCULOSIS. 

47  cases  of  respiratory  and  1 1 cases  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis 
were  notified  during  the  year,  and  of  these  43  respiratory  and  8 
non-respiratory  were  confirmed. 

The  death-rate  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  0.12  per 
thousand  which  compares  with  the  figure  of  0.12  per  thousand  for 
1956,  the  preliminary  figure  for  the  whole  of  Scotland  being  0.14 
per  thousand. 

The  bed  state  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  the 
waiting  time  being  a matter  of  days  only. 

32  families  in  which  one  or  more  members  were  suffering  from 
the  disease  were  re-housed  during  the  year. 

A Contact  Clinic  was  held  once  per  month  throughout  the 
year,  the  attendances  being  as  follows : —

(b) — EPILEPTICS  AND  SPASTICS. 

Where  Epileptics  and  Spastics  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health 
Department  the  Health  Visitor  concerned  maintains  observation 
depending  on  the  individual  case,  the  Welfare  Department  being 
introduced  where  necessary. 

(c)— CHIROPODY. 

In  October,  1954,  a Chiropody  Service  for  the  elderly  was 
established.  A morning  and  afternoon  session  was  held  each 
Thursday,  but  owing  to  the  great  demand  for  this  service  it  was 
found  necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  sessions  per  week,  and 
as  from  March,  1957,  a morning  and  afternoon  session  was  begun 
on  Tuesday  also.  Treatment  is  free  and  by  appointment  only, 
and  the  service  is  staffed  on  a rota  basis  by  local  fully  qualified 
Chiropodists. 

During  the  year  967  treatments  wrere  given,  281  males  and 
686  females. 

(d) — HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

The  Scottish  Council  for  Health  Education  continued  to  give 
valuable  assistance  during  the  year  in  the  form  of  lectures,  leaflets 
and  pamphlets,  while  Health  Visitors  take  every  opportunity  of 
stressing  methods  for  the  prevention  of  accidents,  especially  in 
the  home. 
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CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  595  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  (excluding 
Tuberculosis)  were  notified.  This  figure  shows  a decrease  of 
71  on  the  figure  for  1956. 

Details  of  the  major  infectious  diseases  are  as  follows,  annual 
notifications  being  shown  on  Table  on  page  36. 

Dysentery.  117  cases  were  notified,  93  being  removod  to 
hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Erysipelss.  7 cases  were  notified,  4 being  removed  to  hospital. 
No  deaths  occurred. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  1 case  was  notified  and  removed 
to  hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Pneumonia.  274  cases  came  to  notice  during  the  year,  261 
being  removed  to  hospital.  27  deaths  occurred. 

Poliomyelitis.  12  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  all 
were  removed  to  hospital.  No  deaths  occurred.
